Ottawa, Jan. 14.—In answer to 
questions regarding the outlook of Im- 
migration in 1911, asked by a repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Press Asso. 
ciation, at an interview in Ottawa, 
the Hon. Frank Oliver, M, P., minister

“Not an acre,” he replied, “except 
to settlers who have already taken a 
free homesteud of i60 acres and de- 
sire to acquire some additional ad- 
joining jand. Other than this, there 
isn’t enough money in all England or 
the United States to buy one singic 
acre. We have millions of acres to 
give to millions, but not a foot to sell. 
The reason ia that the Dominion wants 
citizens, not speculators. The Cana- 
dian people are a business people, and 
88 a business proposition it pays them 
better to give this land away than it 
would to sell it—always provided that 
the Jand is given to those who will 
bring it into use.

Unsettling of Business. 

“Already,” says the memorial, “the

It is pointed out that manufacturing 
interests représént approximately One 
billion two Hundred miliions of in- 
vested capital, with one billion of 
an annual output. This gives employ- 
ment to 436,000 artisans and work 
people and distributes annually $250,- 
000,000. 

The possibility of there being a dis 
position on the part of Canada’s 
neighbors to stiffen their demand on 
the Government with the expectation 
of finding on this side of the line any 
considerable part of the population 
favorable to this view is referred to, 
arid after quoting foreign figures the 
Mererial says: “We are Opposed at 
the present juncture to any reciprocal 
tari arrangement being made be- 
tween the two countries that would 
necessitate the lowering of the Cana- 
dian customs tariff! on manudactured 
products. We are convinced that any 
reduction would prove injurious to 
the interests of Canada and conse- 
quently the Empire as a whole.” 

Canada Nat Ready, They, Say. 

The memorial then goes on to say 
that while United States enterprises 
are moved to a high point of specializ- 
ation and magnitude, those of the 
Dominion are not; that for this rea- 
son while the United States may be 
ready for reciprocity, Canada is not. 
Dutiable products coming from the 
United States are admitted under an 
average duty of less than 25 per cent., 
whefeas that cOuntry imposes against 
Canada an average duty of 43 per 
cent., the result being the all too suc- 
cessful exploitation of the Canadian 
market by the United States people,

“As regards the negotiation of a 
reciprocal trade agreement that would 
be limited to an exchange of farm 
products in the unmanufactured state 
the manufacturers hesitated to ex- 
press an opinion. The farmers are 
reminded, however, of the bitter dis- 
appointment they have experienced 
in times past when their own home 
market has been impaired by a flood 
of surplus products from the United 
States and when access to a market 
was cut off without warning by a pro- 
hibitory duty, 

In this connection the memorial 
says: “From tae standpoint of busi- 
ness, it is manifestly unsound for us 
as @ nation to invest Our money in 
developing channels of trade which 
lack the essential of permanence, par- 
ticularly when the opportunities for 
establishing profitable connections 
which possess this essential are open 
to us on every hand. That being the 
case, we would seriously ask our farm- 
ers, would it not be better for them 
to relinquish their pursuit of recipro- 
city with the United States and con- 
tinue to apply themselves to the 
building up of home markets and em- 
pire markets, out of which they would 
never be legislated at the will of some 
foreign power. 

Farmers Best Market. 

The home market is unquest“nably 
the farmers best market. Desprte the 
levity with which some manufacturers 
have treated the subject the fact re- 
mains and is capable of proof in more 
ways than vie, that easily 80 per

Seventy Years Ago. 

Seventy years ago the first Methodist | 
minister visited Edmonton, His name 
was Robt. [, Rundle, a missionary 
sent out by the Wesleyan Missionary 
Soclety, of England. He travelled from | 
New York to Norway House, and from 
Norway Holise he took a three-months 
trip by the river route to Edmonton, 
arriving here Dec. 18th, 1840. He was 
kindly: received by Mr. Rowan, the 
Hudson's. Bay Co.'s factor then sta- 
tioned here, and forthwith he set to 
work to carry out: his mission to the 
Indians, travelling to the Beaver Hills 
and to the Rocky Mountain House, 
and as far south as the Bow river, 
near to the present location of Cal- | 
gary, meeting with many unique ex- 
Pperiences which he recounts in his 
journal, and having his hare of hard- 
ships, 

It sounds familiar just at this time 
to read of extreme weather, and frost- 
bites from which he suffered. He | 
speaks of the lonely expanses of | 
sparkling snow over which he trav- 
elled, under the “most brilliant star-lit 
sky,” he had ever witnessed. The In- 
dians regarded him with much curios. 
ity, and his teaching with reserve, and 
yet he accomplished much good, re- 
cords frequent conversions, and left a 
marked impression. He stayed here 
six years, and his name is perpetuated 
in the Rundle church, opened last {| 
summer on the Fraser Flats. 

Thomas Wolsey. 

lle was succeeded by Thos. ‘Wolsey, 
Who Stayed till 1853, Then came an 
interim when no Methodist Missionary 
wan stationed here, and the Presbyter- 
jatg entered the field, but in a short | 
time “Héury Steinhaur atriyed to re- 
sum fhe work; and {m. 1862 Peter 
Cimpbel avas appointed, tothe field, 
with JPHn’McDougall ag his colleague. 
Rev. B relics McDougal algo, visited 
Edmoptyn about that time, and look, 
ing over’ the Saskatchewan from a 
brow of the hill, he made the memor- 
able prediction that a*tity would some 
day astiqe “here. He waka man With a 
vision. : . 

In 1870 George McDougall réturned 
to-be ‘resident’ missionary. He. had as 
his guide off this: occasion an ‘Indjan 
named Taté, who died recently in the 
Western part of the city. 

Secured 120 Acres, 

This sturdy pioneer missionary, act- 
ing, upon the faith which was born in 
him at the sight of this rich land of | 
Promise, secured one hundred = and ! 
tWenty acres of jand for the Methodist | 
church to be deyoted to educational | 
Purposes, confident that the time 
would come when its value would be 
enhanced by the development of a | 
large city, This land included the site | 
of the present church and extended 
north to First street and east for some 
considerable distance. It has since 
heen sold by the missionary depart- 
ment for the purpose of raising money 
for the extension of the work in the

Effords were made to 
induce him to relinquish his claim. 
nis, however, he refused to do, Hav- 
ing remained in possession for some 
time. a day came when he was absent 
from his home for a brief period. A 
number of men, many of whom have 
since become prominent in the life of 
the city, gathered and marched to his 
shack, which they seized and tumbled 
over the brow of the hill at a point 
almost exactly south of the site of the 
present high school, 

The circumstances of the death of 
George McDougall are familiar to 
those who know the early history of 
the West, with which the name of this 
brave pioneer is so closely associated, 
After years of faithful work in the 
West he left in 1874 for the Kast. Dur- 
ing this and the follow year he work- 
eu in New Brunswick and Nova Sco- 

Geo, McDougall's Death, 
tia. Towards the close of the latter 
year he returned to Morleyville, Al- 
berta intending to work a mission 
along the Bow River ,near Calgary, In 
January 1876,the supplies of the home 
at Morleyville having run short, he set 
out with his son George and a nephew 
upon a hunting expedition. On Janu- 
ary 23rd, after a successful day's 
work they retraced their steps at 
nightfall, When within two miles of 
home the father lett the party and 
pushed ahead with the intention of 
hastening the preparation of a meal 
for them against their return to the 
house, In a manner entirely unknown 
te missed the camp and perished on 
the plains, On the thirteenth day 
aiter his frozen body was found unin- 
jJured and buried at Morleyville, now 
known as Morley and situated a short 
distance west of Calgary, 
The First Parsonage. 

The first parsonage was built by Geo. 
MeDougall upon his arrival, in 1870, 
and stood upon the site of the pesent 
Wiigh School, By him also, in 1872, 
was the first church erected. It can 
still be seen at the rear of Alberta 
College, where it has been transformed 
into a dormitory, The pulpit used in 
those e@rly days is still preserved in 
one of the upper rooms. Twenty years 
later, in 1892, the second church was 
built, which with some changes has 
served the congregation until last De- 
cember, when it was abandoned to 
tuke possession of the splendid modern 
editice which stands upon the old site, 
Wrected in 1892 it was enlarged in 
1908. In 1905 a gallary was put in and 
in 1907 a wing was added. 

The Present Parsonage. 

The present parsonage was built 
during the pastorate of the Rev, Geo 
lianna, who died shortly after taking 
Possession. Tablets in memory of the 
Kev. Geo, McDougall and of the Rev. 
Geo. Hanna are to be seen on the
